To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kivcton  Park  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1919. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
350  (15  more  than  the  previous  year).  There  were  169  males 
and  181  females ; this  number  includes  12  illegitimate  births, 
and  gives  a birth-rate  of  24  * 0,  which  is  higher  than  the 
previous  year,  and  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales,  which  is  18-5. 

MORTALITY. 


The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  129,  102  less 
than  in  1918. 

In  this  number  are  included  the  deaths  of  persons  in 
institutions  outside  the  District  and  formerly  residents  here. 

This  gives  a death-rate  of  9*2,  which  is  very  satis- 
factory. The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  13*8.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

I am  glad  to  he  able  to  report  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  there  being  28  against  40 
of  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a death-rate  of  80  per  1,000 
births,  the  infantile  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales,  89.  I 
should  like  to  point  out  here  that  18  of  these  infants  died 
before  they  were  a month  old,  and  that  10  of  them  were 
prematurely  born.  A glance  at  the  causes  of  death  will 
show  this.

The  remaining  deaths  call  for  no  special  remark. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  establishment  of  Infant  Welfare 
and  Maternity  Centres  in  various  parts  of  the  district  will 
bring  about  a considerable  reduction  in  Infantile  Mortality, 
and  that  advice  and  instructions  received  by  the  expectant 
mothers  will  lessen  the  numbers  of  Premature  Births. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

There  were  175  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
during  the  year;  of  this  number  157  were  Measles  and  German 
Measles.  Only  one  death  from  Measles  is  recorded,  and  one 
from  Erysipelas. 

A table  of  Infectious  Diseases  is  prepared,  which  will 
show  the  localities  where  they  occurred,  and  the  ages  of  those 
affected. 

SCHOOL  CLOSURE  DURING  1919. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  advise  the  closure 
and  Kiveton  Park  Schools  on  account  of  an  e

THE  SCHOOLS. 

Twenty-seven  visits  to  Schools  were  made  during  the  year. 
The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 
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MILK  (MOTHERS  ANT)  CHILDREN)  ORDER,  1918. 


Several  applications  were  made  under  this  Order  during' 
the  year.  In  the  whole  of  the  cases  the  Council  granted  a 
supply  of  milk  free  of  cost,  the  amount  varying  from  one  pint 
to  1 J quarts  per  day,  and  the  period  ranging  from  10  days  to 
six  weeks. 


FOOD. 

The  examination  of  Food  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  have  power 
to  call  in  a Veterinary  Surgeon  if  required. 

No  public  abattoir  has  been  established,  but  there  are 
13  private  slaughter-houses  licensed  by  the  Council,  and 
regularly  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  condition  of  bakehouses  and 
slaughter-houses  are  satisfactory ; three  carcases  were  con- 
demned and  destroyed  for  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  is,  on  the  whole, 
satisfactory.  The  Council  have,  in  my  opinion,  taken  a step 
in  the  right  direction  by  doing  the  scavenging  themselves  in 
several  of  the  populous  parishes.  One  hopes,  in  the  near 
future,  the  water  carriage  system  will  be  adopted  where  at  all 
possible. 


HOUSING. 

I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  note  that  the  Housing 
Schemes  for  the  District  are  being  pushed  forward  with  all 
possible  speed.  This  will,  I hope,  remedy  a great  want,  as  in 
common  with  the  whole  country  exists  a shortage  of  houses. 
Many  of  the  existing  houses  being  very  much  out  of  repair, 
and  some,  which  are  really  unfit  for  habitation,  would  be 
condemned  except  that  there  is  nowhere  for  the  tenants  to  go, 
and  any  shelter  is  better  than  none. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  country  is  of  a hilly  nature,  and  well  wooded,  the 
soil  is  sandy  in  parts,  and  magnesium  limestone  is  found  to 
exist. 


The  principal  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  coal- 
mining, stone-quarrying,  with  lime  work  and  agricultural 
pursuits. 
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In  conclusion,  may  I extend  my  warmest  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing 
courtesy,  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  ready  assistance 
at  all  times.

Preparation  and  progress  with  the  several  Housing  Schemes  at 
the  end  of  the  year  is  reported  as : — 

PARISH  OF  ANSTON  (Nursery  Road  Site). — Field  of  6 acres  approved 
as  a building  site  on  which  to  erect  42  houses ; surveys 
proceeding. 

PARISH  OF  DINNINGTON  (Site  at  the  corner  of  Lor  den’s  Hill  and 
Lodge  Lane). — The  building  of  80  houses  sanctioned  as  a first 
instalment ; 21  acres  of  land  being  purchased,  of  which  9 
acres  only  to  be  utilised  at  present.  Site  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Llealtli  and  purchase  price  settled ; lay-out  plan 
approved;  road  and  sewer  plans  awaiting  approval. 

PARISH  OF  HARTHILL  (Winney  Lane  Site). — Twenty  houses  sanc- 
tioned for  the  present;  4 acres  of  land  about  to  be  purchased; 
about  2 acres  of  land  to  be  built  on  at  present ; site  and 
lay-out  plan  approved ; loan  for  site  purchase  sanctioned ; 
road  and  sewer  plans  proceeding. 

PARISH  OF  WALES  (Wales  Bar  Site) .--The  building  of  35  houses 
sanctioned  as  an  instalment ; negotiations  proceeding  for  the 
purchase  of  about  6 acres  of  land,  of  which  44  acres,  to  be 
utilised;  lay-out  plan  approved. 

(Kiveton  Park  Site). — Sixty-five  houses  sanctioned  for  the  moment; 

negotiations  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  about  12  acres  of 
land,  of  which  64  acres  to  be  utilised ; site  plan  prepared  and 
lay-out  proceeding. 

The  need  for  additional  housing  accommodation  being  very 
acute,  it  is.  to  be  hoped  that  the  building  of  these  houses  will  be 
commenced  in  the  near  future.

HOUSE  DRAINAGE- 


Thirteen  examinations  of  new  drains  were  made  during  the  year, 
while  the  existing  drains  of  9 houses  were  also  tested  with  the  smoke 
test;  several  were  found  to  be  defective  and  the  defects  were  remedied. 
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REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE— 

On  account  of  the  very  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  the 
Contractors  carried  out  the  scavenging  work,  the  Council  decided  to 
terminate  several  of  the  existing  Contracts  and  substitute  a system 
of  day  work.  This  alteration  very  soon  had  a desired  effect,  and  for 
the  first  time  I am  able  to  report  that  the  scavenging  is  now  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  method  adopted  in  the  four  Parish- 
es where  scavenging  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  is : — 

PARISH  OF  ANSTON. — (a)  Anston : Day  work;  1 cart  and  2 men 
employed,  (b)  Turnerwood  and  Cinderhill : Work  carried  out 
by  Contract. 

PARISH  OF  DINNINGTON. — Day  work;  4 carts  and  5 men  employed. 

PARISH  OF  HARTHILL. — Work  carried  out  by  Contract. 

PARISH  OF  WALES. — Day  work ; 3 carts  and  4 men  employed.

COMVERSSON  8NT0  THE  WATER  CARR ! ACE  SYSTEM— 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Council,  a report  upon 
a general  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  existing  closet  accommodation 
into  the  water  carriage  system  within  the  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinning- 
ton,  Harthill  and  Wales  was  presented.  The  report  (dated  May)

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The  Council,  after  consideration  of  the  report,  resolved  that 
application  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  adopt  Section  39  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  as  being  the  appro- 
priate section  for  dealing  with  such  conversions ; but  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  application  had  not  yet  been  successful. 

DISINFECTION— 

Upon  removal  to  hospital  or  recovery  of  a patient  after  suffering 
from  an  infectious  disease,  the  clothing  and  premises  are  forthwith 
disinfected.  The  clothing  and  bedding  being  disinfected  by  steam  at 
Swallownest  Isolation  Hospital,  while  the  premises  are  disinfected 
with  formalin.  Number  of  visits  to  premises  where  infectious  disease 
occurred,  261;  houses  disinfected,  33;  schools  disinfected,  1. 

CANAL  BOATS— 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  Canal  during  the  year,  but  no 
boat  was  seen.  The  tunnel  betwen  Killamarsh  and  Kiveton  Park  which 
fell  in,  in  1909,  has,  not  been  repaired,  thus  preventing  the  Canal  from 
being  but  very  little  used.  No  application  for  registration  was  made 
during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY— 

The  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  H'arthill-Avith-Woodall, 
Thorpe  Salvin,  TodAvick  and  Wales,  are  supplied  Avith  Avater  through 
Avater  mains  extended  from  the  City  of  Sheffield  Avater  supply ; these 
Parishes  had  a plentiful  supply  of  rvater  throughout  the  year.  Thirty 
additional  houses  were  connected  with  the  water  mains  during  the 
year.  The  remaining  Parishes  are  supplied  with  Avater  from  Avells  or 
springs .

The  shops  and  buildings  used  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  other 
foods  have  been  frequently  visited  and  inspected,  the  quality  of  food 
exposed  for  sale  was  usually  found  to  be  very  good.  No  seizures  were 
made  during  the  year,  but  there  we/e : 128  eggs;  161bs.  jam;  the  entire 
carcass  of  a beast;  1041bs.  cheese;  4651bs.  beef;  1 box  of  dates;  5 bags 
of  potatoes ; 21  lbs.  of  black  currants ; 261bs.  apples ; 24  tins  of  con- 
densed milk ; 221bs.  of  margarine;  281bs.  fish;  1121bs.  mussels;  1671bs. 
ham ; and  611bs.  butter  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  food  during 
the  year.
